asking that contributions of corn sjid 
and bread stuffs be sent for distribu- 
tion to the sufferers. 

The steel stern-post and stem of the 
new government cruiser now being 
built at San Frauclsco have been cast.

Superstitions of the Persians. 
The astrologers [momadthim) are 
still as omnipotent in Persia today as 
they once were in mediceval Europe. 
Important matters of state are never 
broached unless the horoscope haa be- 
fore pronounced favorablv upon it. The 
Shall himself will not undertake any- 
thing without having first consulted 
the horoscope [ttikh), not even a bunt- 
ing excursion of a day or so ; nor the 
purchase of a new slave girl. There 
are also all kinds of "signs," Stum- 
bling over any obstacle early in the 
day, a fit of sneezing before setting out 
on a journey, the untoward crawling of 
a spider across tbe road, or the scatter- 
ing flight of some birds— these are all 
signs of evil foreboding. The flight of 
birds Is still as carefully observed by 
tbe Persians as it once was bv the Ro- 
man augurs, and If a crow should hap- 
pen to fly across his path when leaving 
his palace, the Shah will immediately 
turnback. It is the same with bis 
in~andees, even with the meat of tbe few 
Persians who have spent some years in 
European capitals. But the meet com- 
mon form of superstition la the "evil 
eye." The Persian word for it is baade 
Kltadent, Which literally means "bad 
step." This thing is carried to a re- 
dlculous extent. A baby is healthy and 
pretty. A friend of the mother ad- 
mires the little one in glowing terms, 
That would be bimik Khadtm—ot evil 
omen— and would be looked upon as a 
diabolical design to injure the child if 
the phrase Eenthallah (may it please 
God) were not added to every eulogium. 
An old woman looks at the child from 
the right-hand side— evii eye again 
Tbe father, by accident, speaks first to 
the baby at sunrise— evil eye. A girl, 
pretty, well-mannered, healthy, with a 
good dowry Is wedded to a man. The 
first business of the young Benedict 
turns out disastrously. Evil eye t 
Nothing could Induce that man to keep 
his young wife. She is baade K Italian 
to him, and she's got to go willy nilly. 
Aa tbe divorce law is such that It vir- 
tually lies with tbe husband alone to 
keep or send away his wife, and as the 
ceremony Itself is very simple and re- 
quires neither time nor money, he soon 
gets rid of her. Nobody blames hi a. 
"She was&aado Khadem to hlro," every, 
body says In explanation, and that's 
enough. 

Amulets are worn by nearly every, 
body to avert tbe evil eye, and to at 
tract good luck. These amulets are of 
all shapes and substances. The wealth- 
ier ladies for Instance wear gold brace- 
lets, neck chains, And anklets, often of 
very Artistic workmanship, containing 
In a seated- up cavity verses from the 
Koran, made especially powerful by 
the blessings of some inuium, or pious 
dervish. Little mother-of-pearl tablets 
of octagonal or oval shape, and often 
set in turquoises, are worn around the 
neck for the same purpose. They gen- 
erally contain, indelicately engraved 
characters, seme Arabic Incantations 
to the higher power* to protect the 
wearer against the lower ones. Po 
women will often content themselves 
with a string around their necks, to 
which may be tied a strong tallsmAO in 
tbe shape of a snake's tooth, a leopard's 
tongue, a hyena's tuft of hair, some- 
times Inclosed in a small locket of brass 
or sliver, Similar "charms" are the 
flnger-jointa of new-born babes, a drop 
of blood from an executed criminal, or 
an eye from the body of an old woman 
who died in childbirth. Superstitions 
of this kind are practically Innumera- 
ble, Thus shells, parts of the by ens or 
hare [thought to be especially hculal, 
that Is, unclean), and the traits of the 
afiacnrdfaiTi are worn as amulets to se- 
cure tbe love of a husband, win toe af -

The Mocking- Bird's Song. 

All along the charming gulf- 
coast trom Mobile to Bay St. 
Lome, or in the other direction, 
to St. Mark's and Tallahassee, 
there is not a cot, no matter how 
lonely or lowly, providing it haa 
a fig-tree, that there is not a pair 
of mocking-birds to do it honor. 
The aenppernong vineyards, too, 
are the ooncerthalla ol tliii fa- 
mous aiutrer. Near the home of 
Mr. Jefferson Davis, and, I be 
lieve, upon the estate of the ex- 
Confederate chieftain, I sat in 
the shade of a water-oak and 
beard a mocking-bird sing, over 
in a thrift)- vineyard, the rare 
droping-song of which naturalists 
appear to have taken no notice. 
It was a balmy day in March ; 
the aky, the gulf, the air all hazy 
and shimmering, the world swim 
ming in a purplish mist ot 
d roams, and I felt that the song 
was the expression of some such 
sweet, passionate longing as ex- 
halee from Keats' "Ode to a 
Nightingale." Under the low- 
banging boughs, and over tbe 
level, daisy-eprinkled ground, I 
gazed npon the aheeny reach of 
water, half convinced tbat I was 
looking through 

"Magtccasements, opening on the foam 
Of perilous seas, in fairy land forlorn," 
and the very tones of the bird's 
voice accorded with the feeling 
in which the day wae steeped. 

Genuine bird-song is simply 
the highest form of avian vocal 
ization, by which instinctively, if 
not (i reined itatodiy, the bird finds 
expression of pleasure. The 
absence of true rbytbm probably 
is significant ot a want of power 
to appreciate genuine music, the 
bird's comprehension compassing 
no more than the valne ot sweet 
sounds merely u such. — Bctib- 
ner's Magazine.
